New Delhi, the 24 th February 1908 

G.S.B. 366 .—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), and in supersession of the notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance GS.R. No. 237 dated the 1st 
February, 1968, the Central Government, being satisfied that it is necessary in the 
public interest so to do, hereby exempts all imported liquor and cigarettes, from 
the whole of the duty of customs leviable thereon under the First Schedule to the 
Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934) and the additional duty leviable thereon under 
section 2A of the second mentioned Act, subject to the condition that such, goods 
are purchased for their own use by Officers of the United Nations or its Speciahsed 
Agencies holding red cards issued by the United Nations Secretariat (that is to say, 
officers of the U.N., P. 6 grade and above) and attending the United Nations Con¬ 
ference on Trade and Development II at New Delhi. 

2. This notification shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of 
February, 1968-
